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Sorvyersion of Reichsbahn locomotives to coal dust burners has been 
vircualiy discontinued, few modest experiments are still in progress, 
but the ambitious program outwined for 1952 has been ziven up, Among 
ether difficulties, the acute shortage of hard coal dust has been a 
deciding factor. 


The ViB railway car and coach factory at Deesau* presentiy amploys 3,500 
persone.
